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< SJ HESE steamships were built at the renowned 
. shipyards of Harland & Wolf, Belfast, with the 

exception of twin-screw S. S. Potsdam, which 

ae was constructed at the shipyards of Blohm & 
Voss, Hamburg. 

Although differing in detail, all five steamships are practicaly 
alike in point of general construction. 

The hulls are built of steel, so shaped and of such dimen- 
sions as to allow an enormous carrying capacity (from 12,000 
to 20,000 tons burden for each steamer). This great 
bulk together with the colossal bilge keels, attached to the 
hulls, account for the well-known steadiness of the Holland- 
America Line steamships, resulting in a corresponding freedom 
from seasickness on the part of the passengers. 


Double Bottom and Water- A double bottom extends 
tight Compartments : over the entire length of the 
hull the space between the inner and outer bottom being divided 
by lengthwise and crosswise partitions, thus adding considerably 
to the strength of the vessel. Extending from the bottom to the 
main deck a number of transversal bulkheads and in some cases 
also longitudinal bulkheads divide the hull into several water- 
tight compartments rendering the ship practically unsinkable. 


Speed: The steamships are of the twin-screw type, each 
having two separate sets of powerful quadruple expansion en- 
gines, developing a speed of from 15 to 17” knots an hour and 
driving the steamer across the ocean in from eight to nine days. 
This speed while not of the highest, is the speed consistent 
with absolute comfort and total absence of vibration. 


Safety Devices: The “submarine signal apparatus,” an inven- 


tion of most recent times has been installed, enabling the officers 
of the ship to locate dangerous spots in foggy or stormy weather 
at a distance of from four to six miles, while the Marconi 
Wireless ‘Telegraph system makes it possible to communicate 
from the steamer with either shore and other steamers. 


Fire Precautions: Although in the history of the great 


ocean passenger carriers, no serious fire has occurred for many 
years past, yet it is ever the policy of the Holland-America Line 
to make the most adequate provisions even against the improb- 
able. A\ll steamers are therefore filted out with the most 
thorough system of fire protection, alarm signals, etc,

If Unused Return Tickets are offered for cancellation, 
the amount paid for the round trip, less full outgoing fare and 
agent's commission, will be refunded against delivery of the. 
return certificate to one of the Company’s General Passenger 
Offices after authorization has been received from the Com- 
pany’s General Passenger Office at Rotterdam. 


If Unused Prepaid Tickets are offered for cancellation 
they will be refunded with full amount, less agent’s commission 
and 10 per cent. cancellation fee, against delivery of. the ticket 
to one of the Company’s General Passenger Offices in 
America, and after authorization has been received from 
Company's General Passenger Office at Rotterdam. 


Claims: In case of any disagreement arising between the 
passenger and the purser on board as regards charges to be 
paid, number of tickets required or passage money due, or 
accommodations to be assigned, the passenger is respectfully 
requested to pay the purser’s claim, take his receipt for same and 
upon arrival refer the case to the passenger agent, who will 
promptly investigate and adjust same. ‘The purser has no dis- 
cretionary power in such matters, but is governed by rules 
which he is not authorized to change. 


Baggage: In accordance with the regulations of the regular 
passenger contracts, first and second cabin passengers are 
allowed 20 cubic feet of baggage free on each full ticket; 
excess baggage is charged for at a fixed rate. 


Steamer Trunks should not be higher than 14 inches, and 
of the usual width and length, so that the same can be placed 
under the berth or sofa in the stateroom. 


Larger Pieces of baggage are not permitted in the state-. 
rooms, but are stowed away in the baggage hold. 


All Baggage should be forwarded in time for delivery at 
Company's dock not later than one hour before departure of 
the steamer. If the baggage is sent in advance, passengers: 
will please inform the baggage master of the Holland-America 
Line, Hoboken, N. J., by letter thereof, stating by what 
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railroad or express company the baggage has been forwarded, 
and by what steamer passengers intend to leave. The baggage 
must be claimed from the baggage master on the pier previous 
to embarkation, in order to prevent errors. 

No baggage will be forwarded unless properly labeled and 
entered in the baggage manifest on the dock. 

All pieces of baggage destined for stateroom must be 
marked ‘‘wanted’’; those for baggage hold “not wanted.’ 
and must bear passenger's name, destination, number of berth 
and name of steamer; tags and pasters may be had at all 
Company’s offices and. agencies. ~ Passengers from the interior 
thould have their baggage checked to the Holland-America 
Line dock, Hoboken, N. J., by the baggage express agent on 
the train, previous to arrival in New York, Jersey City, etc. 

All baggage is forwarded at passenger’s risk unless insured. 

Baggage can be insured at a low premium. Information 
given at Company’s Office, 39 Broadway, New York City. 


Through Checking of Baggage for Paris: Baggage 
of cabin passengers to Paris via Boulogne-sur-Mer can be 
checked through at our docks in Hoboken, before embarkation. 

Every passenger is allowed. 30 kilos, or 66 lbs., of baggage 
free on the railroad from Boulogne-sur-Mer to Paris on every 
full ticket; for children between three and seven years, needing 
one-half railroad ticket, the free allowance of baggage is 


20 kilos, or 44 lbs. 


Excess Baggage is charged for at extremely moderate rates. 


-Customhouse Examination—Europe: The baggage of 


passengers leaving the steamer at Boulogne-sur-Mer will be 
examined by the French Customhouse officers at the Gare 
Maritime at said port or on arrival at paris. Baggage of passen- 
gers leaving the steamer at Plymouth will be examined by the 
English Customhouse officers before boarding the Great 
Western Railway trains. The examination by the Holland 
Customhouse officials will take place either on board, two or 


three hours previous to arrival at Rotterdam, or at the new 
Holland-America Line pier at Hook of Holland where pass- 
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engers and their baggage will be landed whenever tide or 
other circumstances may prevent the steamer from proceeding 
at once to Rotterdam. 

Orders for delivery at the railway depots in Rotterdam and 
Boulogne-sur-Mer are taken by the Company’s employees on 
board the ship, and the baggage delivered free of charge at 
the respective places. 


Bicycles, provided properly crated, will be taken as baggage 
at owner's risk, at fixed rate. 


Automobiles, properly crated, will be taken at a fixed tariff 
for shipment from New York to Rotterdam or vice-versa. 


Steamer Chairs, of improved construction, may be rented 
at the different offices of the Company, or on the dock, for one 
trip, at a fixed rate. 


Valuables: This Company will not be responsible for 
money, jewelry or other valuables of passengers. 

Passengers are cautioned not to keep such articles in their 
staterooms. E‘ach steamship is supplied with a safe in which all 
articles of value may be deposited, sealed and marked with 
owners name. Both S. S. “Rotterdam” and “New Amster- 
dam” are provided with a safe deposit which is at the disposal 
of passengers. | 

Keys to the staterooms may be obtained from the chief 
steward upon application. 


Inflammable or Explosive articles are not allowed on 


board. 
Arms must be surrendered to the purser during the voyage. 


Seats at Table: Seats at table are allotted by the chief 
steward immediately after sailing. 


Mail will be accepted by the Purser after leaving New York 
and forwarded by pilot from Sandy Hook, without responsibility 
for proper mailing, however, on the part of the Company. 


Letters or postcards to be posted at Boulogne-sur-Mer or 
Plymouth should be put into the mailbag which will be hung 
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in due time in a convenient place on board. Passengers are 
requested to put their letters, etc., into the mailbag themselves. 


Stamps, stationery, postal cards, cable and tele- 
graph blanks can be obtained from the saloon steward. 


Letters and Telegrams: The Company is willing to 
accept letters or telegrams for passengers to be delivered on 
board on arrival or departure, without assuming, however, any 


responsibility for their proper delivery. The name of the passen- - 


ger should be distinctly written, also the name of the steamer 
on which passengers travel. Undelivered letters are returned 


to the Post Office. 


Parcels for Outgoing Passengers: The Company will 


accept parcels at the receiving office on the docks for departing 
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passengers and by means of an appropriate check system prompt 
delivery is insured in all ordinary cases. “The Company how- 


-ever does not assume responsibility for failure to make proper 


delivery in case of parcels beg left with unauthorized persons 
on the dock or on the steamer, or bearing incorrect or incomplete 
names and addresses or when arriving less than one hour 
before sailing time. Friends when ordering parcels containing 
flowers, candies, etc., through dealers, should insist that the 
dealer from whom they order notify the passenger by separate 
mail of the package being sent in order that the latter may 
make claim for same from the chief steward, thereby facilitating 
prompt delivery to the right person. 


Passports can be procured from the State Department at

Money: Currency of the United States or of European

America Line in payment of all bills and at fixed rates of 
exchange. Foreign moneys are bought and sold at current 
rates at the Company’s offices in Europe. 


Dogs, Cats and Other Animals must be properly caged, 


and are placed in the custody of the steward. Rates for dogs, 
cats and other animals as per Company's tariff. 


Through Tickets to London and Paris are issued as per

Je HE location of both ports is very favorable as land-— 
‘| ing and embarkation points. Boulogne-sur-Mer. is 
only three hours distance from Paris, while London: 


may be reached from Boulogne-sur-Mer within 34 
hours by way of Folkestone. 


Special Steamer Trains between Boulogne-sur-Mer and _ 


Paris are run all the year ‘round in connection with the sailings 


and arrivals of S. S. Rotterdam and S. S. New Amsterdam, 


_and throughout the traveling season in connection with the sail- 
ings and arrivals of S.S. Noordam, Ryndam, and Potsdam. 


Proceeding from Boulogne-sur-Mer to Rotterdam, the — 


steamers cover this distance in from ten to twelve hours: 
Rotterdam is the Company’s terminal port, with direct and 
frequent railroad connections to all points in Europe. In addi- 
tion, a daily service from Rotterdam by the well-known Rhine 
Boats to Mayence, Mannheim and intermediate stations will 


enable passengers to travel at a very moderate expense to all 


points in Central and Southern Germany. 

The facilities for the expeditious transportation of passengers 
to the interior have been further improved by the construction 
of a Holland-America Line pier at the Hook of Holland. 

If the steamer, on its arrival at the “Hook,” should be 
prevented from proceeding immediately to Rotterdam, passen- 
gers will be landed at this pier; they can have their baggage 
examined there and proceed by special train to Rotterdam 
without extra expense. | 

From Rotterdam, London can be reached twice daily, via 
Flushing and Queensboro, or by the renowned Harwich route 
via Hook of Holland, in about ten hours. 


PLYMOUTH 


For the convenience of those of our patrons who prefer to 
land at an English port, Plymouth has recently been added as 
a port of call for S.S. New Amsterdam and S. S. Rotterdam 
on their eastbound voyage. Upon arrival of the steamer in 


Plymouth Sound passengers are transferred by large Steam-— 


‘ tender and after a perfunctory examination of their baggage, 
are carried by fast train of the Great Western Ry. to London, 
(Paddington Station.) 


A Special Steamer Train will be in readiness whenever 
the number of passengers ticketed to London exceeds twenty. 
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Customs Examination — United States: The formal 


declaration and oath before boarding officers on entering New 
York harbor are no longer necessary, but entries prepared and 


signed by passengers are still required. The forms provided for 


that purpose entitled “ Baggage Declaration and Entry,” for 
residents and non-residents, are distributed to passengers during 
the early part of the voyage by the purser on board. When 
a passenger has prepared and signed his declaration and 
entry, he should detach and retain the coupon at the bottom 
of the form and return the latter to the purser. After the 
ship has docked and all the baggage and effects of the 
passenger are landed, he should present the coupon he has. 
retained to the chief custom officer at his office on the dock 
and an inspector will be assigned to make the examination. 

_ As promptly as possible after the arrival of the ship at her 
dock, the trunks of incoming passengers are carried ashore. 
These will be found in the section of the pier prominently 
lettered with the initials of passenger’s names. Thus, Mr. Smith 
will find his trunk in the “S”’ section; Mr. Jones in the “J” 
section, etc. Passengers should have their hand baggage take 

at once to the same sections by the stewards. — | 


The New Pier at foot of 5th Street, Hoboken, N. J., ‘has 


been in regular use since April, 1910. This pier which is the 
largest double-deck structure in the port of New York, covers 
approximately 350,000 square feet, and has a length of 900 
feet and a width of 150 feet, with a large bulkhead extension 
attached to it, is absolutely fire proof and equipped with all 
modern safety devices. 

The second story is reserved exclusively for the use of 
passengers and the handling of baggage. Telegraph, cable and 
telephone offices have been installed and opportunity is given 
to arrange for excellent taxicab, carriage and porter services. 

Representatives of the various railroad companies will be 
found in attendance to furnish passengers with railroad tickets 
to any point desired, while representatives of various express 
companies will attend to the forwarding of passengers’ baggage. 
In addition uniformed porters will be in attendance, whose 
services may be engaged at reasonable rates for the carrying 
of packages, handbaggage, etc. to rai'road and ferry terminals 
or to any point in New York or vicinity. This service assures 
passengers of immunity from annoyance and overcharge by 
irresponsible runners and porters. 

The pier is situated at a distance of ten minutes walk from 


the Lackawanna Ferry and the Hudson Tunnels.
